A review of the budget reveals the request of funds for 
research, extension work, instruction, stimulation of initial 
investments by farmers, and the making of installations that 
will mean mach to the total economy, Sound research alone in 
determining more productive varieties of crops, greater pro- 
duction per animal wit, the use of fertilizers, 
dates and other fara products, and in the control of locust 
and similar pests will result in economic and social returns

Tt is doubtful that a more appropriate selection for training in 
business administration could be found in this part of Arabia. Like- 
wise, the need for qualified, capable business administrators in the 
Government organization of the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia can be described 
very appropriately as being critical, At the moment, technical skill in 
this area is almost exclusively imported, at a a great cost to the 
Governnent. 

Therefore, the significance of this Type C training grant for Sulaiman

Tt is suggested that his training program be arranged through the 
Department of Commerce, Office of Business Economics, and that it follow 
the general plan established by this Department for the training of 
foreign granteas., Along with the training program suggested, it would be 
very appropriate if arrangements could be made for visitation to some of 
our major manufacturing plants, distribution centers, and retailing out- 
lets, along with some travel to the end that the trainee may have an 
accurate perspective view based on a cross section of experience of 
American industrial, agricultural and economic life prior to his return to 
Arabia,

If possible, Sulaiman should be given the opportunity to live in

The applicant comes from a respected family in Jidda and appears 
not only to have a strong interest in auto mechanics but to possess 
adequate skill in this occupational area gained from experience and 
training to profit by advanced study and experience in the United 
States. 

He has a pleasant attitude and a strong determination which 
should contribute to his successful pursuit of a training progran, 
He is a graduate of the Mechanical Trade School in Cairo and for a 
short time was employed by the Ford Motor Company of that city as a 
mechanic, His position was discontinued for the purpose of returning 
to his home in Jidda and to pursue his application for training in 
the U, 5. 

He originally submitted a transcript of his record to the 
authorities at the American imbassy while still in Cairo. Unfor~ 
tunately these papers were misplaced prior to his arrival in Jidda 
and contributed somewhat to the delay in consideration of his 
application.

It is felt that the candidate will upon his return to Saudi Arabia 
contribute mch to improve the mechanical service currently available 
in this commnity, and that the broadening of his knowledge and applicae 
tion of skill will do moh in the way of assisting on the training of 
currently employed mechanics in this area, The object, therefore, of 
recommending Mr, Bagaffar for this training grant is to make it possible 
for him to secure concentrated and advanced training in automobile 
mechanics to the end that these purposes may be accomplished, 

The grant requested is for 12 months,

On the evening of March 14, 1953, I went on an appointment to the office of Suleiman 
Hamad, Deputy Minister of Finance, and Abdul Aziz bin Abdullah Suleiman, ‘ 
Assistant Deputy of Finance, where we discussed

that I would like to have a few days to prepare a report based on these 
discussions, I was then asked about Mr. Bogue's trip with Mr. Philby and ‘ 
was read a letter from the Minister of Finance in which he requested a 
detailed report of the geologic findings during the 
Philby, He asked specifically for the findings on 
deposit, the analysis of the samples collected and brought to Jidda and 
especially stressed the vital importance of the possible iron deposits 
and what we should do as soon as possible to assist in their development. 
I was then shown an analysis of the samples given to the Mines Department 
by Mr, Philby in which shoved 59% iron and one 
silver, I expressed the opinion that the quantity of silica was important 
and that we were sending samples to the United S 
of the iron and of the silica, I then expressed the opinion that in view of 
the favorable quantity of iron in the preliminary analysis that it would be 
desirable for Mr. Bogue and myself 
Saudi Airlines in order to get some idea of the 
to mark out the area on the map so that Aero Service Corporation could take 
aerial photographs and then we would plan to return on the ground and make a 
somevhat detailed geologic map showing the volume of ore, Suleiman Hamad 
expressed his agreement to such a program and said that he would send a cable

Suleiman Hamad then reminded me of his request 
for a drilling site somewhere in the vicinity of Jidda to be used by a French 
drilling company to demonstrate a rig they have brought to Jidda in an attempt 
to interest the Saudi Government, We then briefly discussed the status of the 
drilling program and I informed him of the presence of some gas in a well 
drilled for the city water supply at Gisan, adding that a sample would be 
collected and sent to Dhahran for analysis. I told HE that we were concerned 
about the way the drilling program was slowing down to which he replied 
that he would be very happy to have any suggestions I would care to make 
regarding what is needed to expedite the program, 


One point in the discussion regarding the ore reserves HE expressed the 
desire of the Saudi Government to try to interest American companies in the 
ore if it is sufficiently attractive enough, I replied that the published 
reports of the Geological Survey are received by all of the mining companies 
and is one of the best ways to interest American companies in concessions 
through the medium of Geological Survey Publications, However, I added that 
our job here is to try to make the Saudi Government strong and economically 
sufficient and that we are of course very happy to help them interest American 
mining companies in any substantial ore deposits that they may have.

An official dinner was given in honor of H.R.H. Prince Abdullah

Visits to hospitals, the quarantine station and other places were 
made for the purpose of becoming familiar with local conditions, Discussions 
were held concerning a project involving installation of disinfecting apparatus 
at the Quarantine Station, This project will be of interest to the entire 
Moslem world for the building will be used yearly by the hundred thousand or so 
pilgrims coming to Jidda and Mecca each year, The SAG has spent 10,000,000 SR 
on the Station and has allocated 2,000,000 SR more, TCA's contribution will be 
about $100,000 if the project is finally agreed to, 


The project which is to establish a public health laboratory at 
Jidda where technicians could be trained has been held up to see if it can be 
included in the new Quarantine Station, 


Due to lack of SAG interest and also lack of TCA personnel, the 
privy building project has been put off at least temporarily, 


TCA has asked SAG to submit preliminary plans for the building of 
the proposed laboratory to manufacture vaccines, This project is not being 
pushed by TCA due to the questionabbe worth of such a laboratory. Due to SAG 
interest in it, discussions proceed, 


A project to establish a maternal and child health center is being 
pushed, The Chief of the Saudi Division of Preventive Medicines shows a 
definite interest in this matter, Point contribution will be primarily the 
provision of a Chief Nurse to organize the Clinic, 


Work was somewhat slowed by the failure of the Secretary General of 
the Ministry to meet with Mr. Ferguson after several requests for a meeting, It 
is thought he is dissatisfied with Point ]'s cool attitude toward the proposed 
laboratory for manufacture of vaccines,

At this time it is difficult to say how mech effort SAG is willing to expend in 
agricultural improvement, 


In Public Health the positive factors are the apparent interest in an 
enlarged program on the part of the Minister of Health and the comparatively 
large budget he has at his disposal, The mmber of proposed projects being dis- 
cussed is indicative of the conditions in this field, 


SAG has requested the Natural Resources Division toreview a proposed 
enlarged drilling program, This is to provide water to many areas whose sources 
are insufficient or uncertain, ICA's participation would be in an advisory 
capacity. The program would be a costly one of unproven feasibility, It is, 
perhaps, indicative of the central government's concern for isolated tribal 
areas, Planning such a program would be dependent on having basic facts 
developed via aerial photography, ground surveys, etc. 


Discussions took place with SAG officials concerning a proposed fertilizer 
plant utilising waste gas. SAG at this time would not appear to be in a posi- 
tion to finance the project without outside aid. A possible TCA project would 
be to provide additional technical information concerning the feasibility of 
the plant, 


The rate of Saudi Arabian economic development is dependent largely on the 
wisdom with which its revenues are spent, There are indications that Royal 
expenditures continue to grow and that government finances are, as usual, in a 
bad state, This obviously is a serious limiting — government's 
ability to carry out an extensive development program

The uncertainty over the per diem for field trip expenses has caused 
some dissatisfaction, Several staff members were informed while being recm ited 
that the per diem would be $18.00 per day, ‘This maximum was fixed on the basis of 
hotel accommodations at Dhahran and not on cost data of field trips. The request 
of the Embassy Executive Officer for actual cost data on field trips is being 
complied with and a per diem rate will be arrived at which can be supported by 
the facts. 


A joint Enbassy-TCA Sports and Entertainment Committee has been 
formed for better recreational facilities, Movies are being shown two or three
